LOUP CITY, Neb,, July 23, -{Spacial.)
Much progress Is being muade toward provid-
Ing this part of Nebraska with water, and
thus avoiding the possibility of another crop
faflure. In Sheérman county a large irrigation
diteh s operated by the Sherman County Ir-
rigation, Water Power and lmprovement com-
pany, with headquarters at Loup City. The
campany Is now oparating aboul twenty-six
miles of dlteh. It has its start at Arcadia,
Neb,, and |s brought around the bluff at Loup
Clty, thus giving them a never falling sys-
tem of water works, and In Lthis twenty-six
miles they have water enough to Irrigate
30,000 ucres of rich bottom land, thus
assuring bountiful and regular crops every
year, The waler s taken from the Middle
Loup river and has a fall of nineteen inches
to the sile. Ireigation in this part of Ne-
braska will forever set at rest any possibility
of fallure of crops, and It will also induce
furmers o farm fewer acres and get greater
returns from thelr labor. It will alse bLring
more people Into the country, as they will
Invest In a forty-acre farm and make more
out of it than s vow mude on the large
farms.

This year crops in Shorman county are
among the very hest, but still, with water at
regular intervals, the crops could be greatly
lmproved.,

Mouny Thousands of Dollars of Dam-
uge Done to Properiy,

SILVER CITY, N. M., July 23.—Between

B o'clock and midnight Sunday nlght five
inches of rain fell in this city and on the
mountaing to the north. Before 9 o'clock
the water wns rushing down the mountaln
sides In torrénts. and a few minutes later
the business streets of the clty were filled
with & flood from four to elght feet deep.
The mgrade of the streeis (8 high and the

water rushed through them with such awift-
ness that a crossing was impossible. A foot
bridge which had been constructed so that
people in the lower part of the town could
ornss Lo & place of safety In case of flood
was swept away and all menas of geiting
out of the flooded district were cut off. The
night was intensely dark and for three hours
the people of the city were panle siricken.
Scores of people gave themselves up for lost
when some of the weaker bulldings began to
erumble before the destructive flood, Nine
bulldings were washed down and many others
Injured, but, strange as [t may seem, no life
